Vols. will be here in 
fall force, and for the first time since the 
commencement of the war, will greet 
their first Colonel, the most distinguished 
soldier of the world. 


In October of last year, soon after his 


return from a tour around the world, Gen. 
Grant was tendered a formal joint invita- 
tion from the city council and Macon 
county veterans to attend the coming 
nunion,[ and he promptly answered 
by letter, saying that he would prom 
ise 
to behere in October, "so 
far 


as 
anything so far in the future 


could be promised." On two subsequent 
occasions, when the reunion was referred 
to in the presence of the General, he ex- 
pressed a desire and intention to be on 
land. But on Saturday last, In answer to 
a letter written him, a letter was received 
by Gen. Moore from Gen. Grant, stating 
that it would be impossible for him to 
fulfill his appointment at the reunion in 
Decatur; that he was sorry to make tbis 
announcement; but his younger son, 
[Tlysses, would be married in San Fran- 
cisco OB Sept. 21st, and would come to 
Galena on the 27th, remain there two or 
three days, and after spending a few days 
n Chicago, would go to Hew York, and 
'rom thence sail far Europe; and arrange- 
ments had been made for the General 
and his wife to accompany the bridal 
>arty eastward. The reception of this 
etler was considerable ot a disappofnt-
